SMALLPOX IN FALSE HAIR. 


ColonSo Womtn W*rned Against It By 


- 
Board of HeaUi. 


Denver, June 25.—Warning has bee 


sent out to the women of Colorado b 
the state board of health that they in- 
cur danger of infection from smallpox 
when they purchase and use the various 
forms of false hair that have been popu- 
lar in recent years. 


The board has been engaged for some 


time on an investigation of the reasons 
for the large number of smallpox eases 
in the state. There were only 433 in 
1908, but in 1910 they had jumped to 
1,09B and in 1911 to 1.304. 
This in- 


crease was in the face of elaborate 
measures to guard the state from infec- 
tion, and strict quarantine whenever a 
case was discovered. A surprising thing 
was that a large proportion of the cases 


I i were found among well-to-do persons 


instead of among those whose surround- 
ings might be assumed to subject them 


I to danger. 


In the course of its activities the board 


had its attention directed to the train: 
in false hair and looked up the matter. 
It learned that a Inrge proportion of this 
commodity comes from the Chinese, and 
is gathered from such classes as arc ex- 
posed constantly to smallpox and other 
diseases. Some germs have been found 
in hair that has been purchased and sub- 
jected to microscopical examination, and 
it is said that many of the recent cases 
of the disease might have come from 
such a source.

FIRE 
POLICIES 


w York, June 25.—In response to 


a circular letter recently sent out by the 
New York state insurance department to 
all fire insurance companies in this state, 
there have been received a wide variety 
of answers relating to the business of 
the companies since 1900. As these 
answers are regarded as preliminary to 
possible legislation concerning uniform 
rates, much attention is being ilicited 
from insurance interests. 


According to the information received, 


four rating associations, supported by the 
companies, fix the fire rates on different 
classes of property throughout the state, 
"'hese rates however, are not determined 
jy any fixed basis,' but vary widely in 
he different associations, each associa- 
tion having its own tables of minimum 
rates. This suggested improvement is fa- 
vored by some of the companies. 


Within the last two weeks many com- 


ilaints have been received by the recent- 
,y established bureau of complaints of 
the department. These point to irregular 
practices in the adjustment of losses; the 
selling of insurance to property owners 
in "wildcat" companies and the holding cf 
licenses by brewers, undertakers, lawyers 
and other commercial interests for the 
purpose of saving the agent's premium. 


As a result of these complaints the 


Rtate civil service commission authorized 
the appointment of five confidential ex- 
aminers, whose duty it will be to pass 
upon the right of each fire insurance 
broker to practice.
